XML Files 




0 RSS - really simple syndication 
0 Pointer files 




0 RSS reader uses pointer file to find 
content (audio, video, .pdf, etc) 

RSS reader software downloads content 
based on information in XML file 




XML Files 



0 Plain text files 



& Textedit on Macintosh 



& Notepad on Windows 




& Consist of several parts
